FROM  CUBA 

Born  in  Havana,  Cuba,  the  pian- 
ist received  his  training  at  the 
Curtis  Institue  of  Music  in  Phila- 
delphia. After  early  successes  in 
Europe,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  to  win  the  coveted  Naum- 
burg  and  Joseph  Hofmann  Awards. 

After  becoming  an  American 
citizen  he  was  stationed  in  Tokyo 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  He 
made  musical  history  at  that  time 
by  conducting  the  first  perform- 
ance of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan’s  “Mi- 
kado” ever  seen  in  Japan.  He  also 
made  several  appearances  as  solo- 
ist with  the  Nippon  Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

Bolet  has  run  up  an  impressive 
record  of  engagements  and  re-en- 
gagements with  our  foremost  sym- 
phony orchestra  under  leading  or- 
chestras. Among  them  are  the  New 
York  Philharmonic,  the  Philadel- 
phia Orchestra  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  as  well  as  those  of  Cleve- 
land, Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles,  Dallas  and  Washington.

BYU  students  will  have  the  chance  to 
get  the  real  “dope”  on  the  Health  Center 
and  its  needs  when  Dr.  Cloyd  C.  Hofheins, 
Center  Director,  speaks  in  the  regular 
ASBYU  Assembly  meeting  tonight. 

In  the  past,  some  students  have  been 
critical  of  this  fine  service  without  knowing 
the  facts  behind  the  operation. 

Dr.  Hofheins  will  no  doubt  be  able  to 
give  some  of  those  facts  in  the  vital,  com- 
plicated structure  of  the  student  health 
service  in  tonight’s  meeting. 

The  week  before  Fall  Semester  started 
a team  of  three  physicians  representing 
the  National  College  Health  Association 
spent  several  days  evaluating  the  Health 
Center  operation  here  on  the  BYU  campus. 

One  of  their  observations  was  that  they 
had  never  seen  a campus  with  such  healthy 
students. 

Another  observation  was  that  the 


Health  Center  was  understaffed  and  work- 
ing on  a very  low  budget  for  the  size  of 
the  student  body  involved  (20,000) . 

Tonight  the  director  of  the  Health 
Center  will  be  able  to  explain  why  the  opera- 
tion is  laboring  under  such  a handicap,  and 
some  of  the  reasons  and  needs  for  the  future 
will  no  doubt  be  outlined. 

We  wish  anyone  who  has  in  the  past 
b'.rn  critical  of  the  Health  Center  and  its 
staff,  would  go  to  the  meeting  for  the  real 
facts. 

Maybe  this  is  too  much  to  expect  of 
hypercritiacl  people — those  kind  of  people 
usually  form  biased  opinions  which  they 
dislike  to  change.  And  sometimes  facing 
the  facts  can  be  distastful. 

But  for  the  honest  person  who  wishes 
to  know  all  pertinent  data  before  he  forms 
an  opinion — the  Health  Center  speech  is  a 
real  opportunity.

It  called  for  new  leadership  on 
the  national  level  in  finances,  pub- 
licity, research  and  development 
of  candidates.  Party  officials  also 
urged  expanding  programs  to  at- 
tract minority  groups  and  the  na- 
tion’s youth. 

The  chairman  of  the  National 
Committee,  John  Bailey,  attended 
the  session.  He  called  the  criticism 
“constructive.” 

In  their  resolution  on  President 
Johnson,  also  adopted  unanimously, 
the  party  officials  praised  him  “for 
his  outstanding  legislative  record, 
great  vision  and  leadership.” 

Both  resolutions  were  introduced; 
by  Eugene  L.  Wyman,  National 
Committeeman  from  California  and 
treasurer  of  the  western  states 
democratic  conference. 

RAMPTON  ATTACKS  LBJ 

Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  of  Utah, 
one  of  the  few  democratic  chief 
executives  left  in  the  west,  also 
called  for  rebuilding  of  the  party 
organization.  But  he  was  mildly 
critical  of  the  President  for  his 
failure  to  aid  the  national  party. 

Rampton  said  Johnson  relied  too 
much  on  television  coverage  and 
not  enough  on  party  organization 
to  get  his  program  to  the  nation. 
But  he  termed  him  “a  great  Presi- 
dent.” 

The  Utah  Governor  also  disa- 
greed with  Bailey’s  assertion  the 
Vietnam  war  was  not  a factor  in 
November’s  elections.  While  agree- 
ing the  President  was  “pursuing 
the  right  course,”  Rampton  said 
Democrats  must  recognize  “many 
people  are  disturbed,  the  party  in 
power  is  hurt.” 


Coldwave  Brings  Record  Lows  To  South 


The  nation’s  worst  cold  snap  of, 
the  season  sent  temperatures  pum. 
meling  below  freezing  across  the 
nation’s  midsection  Sunday,  and 
threatened  to  move  south  into  the 
Tennessee  Valley.

ifornia. 

A severe  storm  brewed  off  the 
northern  Pacific  Coast  and  began 
moving  inland  behind  high  winds. 
Gale  warnings  were  up  along  the 
Oregon  and  Washington  coasts,  and 


heavy  rain  fell  in  the  lowlands  of 
the  Pacific  northwest. 

Afternoon  temperatures  held 
around  the  zero  mark  across  the 
upper  Mississippi  Valley  after  sink- 
ing as  low  as  20  below  in  Minne- 
sota during  the  night.

Procedures  Outlined  In 
Off-Campus  Housing 


Editor’s  Note:  Many  BYU  students  are 
planning  a change  of  housing  at  the 
semester  break.  The  majority  of  students 
live  in  off-camps  units.  The  Daily  Uni- 
verse felt  that  an  explanation  would 
be  helpful  to  those  who  are  concerned 
with  knowing  University  policy  and  pro- 
cedure on  off-campus  housing. 


Earlier  in  the  year,  The  Daily 
Unverse  received  several  letters 
from  students  protesting  certain 
new  housing  policies  by  some  apart- 
ment owners. 

The  Residential  Housing  Office, 
located  in  C-141  Smoot  Administra- 
tion Bldg,  is  the  office  which  hand- 
les relations  with  both  apartment 
owners  and  students  who  live  off- 
campus. 

CONCERN  FELT 

Some  students  have  expressed 
concern  that  they  have  no  re- 
course in  differences  of  opinions 
over  contracts  and  rates  with  con- 
tract owners.  However,  there  is  a 
Student  Housing  Adjustment  Board, 
which  has  been  set  up  to  handle 
difficulties  and  griveances  that 
may  arise  between  students  and 
apartment  owners. 

The  Board  consists  of  one  faculty 
member  appointed  by  the  BYU 
Administration,  one  landlord  elect- 
ed by  all  landlords  in  the  area,  and 
a student  representative  appointed 
by  the  ASBYU  President. 

THREE-MAN  GROUP 

The  faculty  member  acts 
chairman  of  the  board.  After  con- 
sideration of  problems,  they  arbi- 
trate for  the  benefit  of  the  student 
and  owner  alike.  Any  students  with 
legitimate  problems  or  complaints 
should  appeal  to  this  board,  accord- 
ing to  the  office  of  DeLyle  Barton, 
Residential  Housing  coordinator, 
but  appeal  must  be  made  IN  WRIT- 
ING and  submitted  to  the  Residen- 
tial Housing  Office. 

The  Residential  Housing  Office 
maintains  a complete  rental  list- 
ing service  of  all  approved  rental 
facilities  in  the  community  for  the 
benefit  of  students  wishing  to  ob- 
tain new  housing  at  the  semester 
change. 

Listing  cards  are  kept  up  to  date, 
giving  complete  and  detailed  infor- 
mation about  each  rental  unit. 

AGREEMENT  SIGNED 

Caution  is  also  urged  to  have 
students  make  sure  the  landlord 
has  them  negoitate  a BYU  student 
landlord  rental  agreement,  rather 
than  some  type  of  verbal  agree- 
ment. 

The  Student  Housing  Adjustment 
Board  will  normally  arbitrate  prob- 
lems involving  students  who  have 
signed  BYU  rental  agreements, 
which  the  university  furnishes  to 


all  landlords. 

Decisions  and  arbitration  will  be 
made  on  verbal  agreements  only 
in  special  cases  approved  by  the 
coordinator  of  residential  housing. 

Students  should  seek  housing  only

PROGRAM  NOT  CONTEMPORY 

Nor  are  the  programs  of  Bern- 
stein the  conductor  overwhelming- 
ly weighted  toward  the  contempor- 
ary or  the  near  contemporary.  A 
recent  and  typical  one  began  with 
Mozart  and  ended  with  Beethoven. 
In  between  were  the  1962  symphony 
of  the  late  Irving  Fine  and  a move- 
ment from  the  1948  Symphony  of 
Harold  Shapero. 

But  there  is  no  lack  of  daring  in 
Bernstein  the  conductor.  The  week 
after  the  relatively  mild  program 
made  up  of  Bernstein,  Copland  and 
Mendelssohn,  he  sandwiched  Arn- 
old Schoenberg’s  violin  concerto  be- 
tween a Beethoven  overture  and 
Beethoven’s  most  lastingly  popular 
symphony,  the  “Eroica.” 

INVENTS  NEW  ALPHABET 

Even  the  most  ardent  Schoenberg 
devotees  grant  he  composed  for 
average  audiences  of  the  21st  cen- 
tury rather  than  those  of  this  one. 
To  further  his  revolution  he  invent- 
ed a new  musical  alphabet  and  it 
will  be  that  long  before  large  num- 
bers of  listeners  have  it  embedded 
comfortahly  in  their  memories. 

The  violin  concerto  to  stunned 
its  first  audience,  in  1940,  it  has 
been  performed  but  rarely  since. 
The  New  York  Philharmonic  had 
given  it  only  once,  in  1952,  before 
Bernstein  revived  it  for  its  bearing 
on  “Symphony  Forms  in  the  20th 
Century.” 

Zvi  Zeitlin,  the  Israeli  virtuoso, 
was  the  soloist.  As  virtuoso  he  has 
the  distinction  of  being  throughly 
in  the  20th  century  and  he  repre- 
sents an  enormous  amount  of  labor 
with  relatively  little  chance  to  dis- 
play the  results. 

Not  only  does  he  have  Schien- 
berg’s  concerto  in  his  repertory. 
He  also  has  mastered  Igor  Stravin- 
sky’s concerto  along  with  others 
which  leave  the  19th  century  as  far 
behind  as  it  actually  is.

Grapplers  Nab  Two; 
Miss  NCAA  Mark

Heavyweight  Bob  Christensen 
frustrated  a determined  effort  by 
UCLA’s  Kurt  Sachau  in  the  final 
match  to  give  BYU  a 17-13  victory 
over  the  Bruins  Saturday  night  be- 
fore 6,409  enthusiastic  fans  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

An  attempt  to  break  a new  atten- 
dance record  of  8,500  fell  short,  but 
the  event  probably  did  much  to 
establish  wrestling  as  a popular 
spectator  sport  at  BYU.  The  vic- 
tory was  the  second  in  three  days 
for  the  matmen,  as  they  over- 
whelmed Utah  by  a 21-7  score 
Thursday  night.  Their  record  for 
the  season  now  stands  at  4-1. 

Going  into  the  final  match  be- 
tween Christensen  and  Sachau, 
BYU  had  a narrow  edge  of  14-13 
and  needed  Christensen’s  4-2  de- 
cision for  the  victory. 

In  the  opening  match,  Efrain 
Escalante  of  BYU  and  Sergio  Gon- 
zales (UCLA)  ended  up  with  a 1-1 


tie  for  a draw.  John  Hahn  (UCLA) 
decisioned  Jeff  Batchelor  6-4  in 
the  130-lb.  class.  Mike  Terry,  BYU 
137-pounder,  nearly  pinned  his  op- 
ponent Jay  Dess,  but  settled  for 
an  11-3  decision  to  tie  the  team 
score  at  5-5. 

Then  BYU’s  Howard  Hall  gave 
the  Cougars  an  8-5  advantage  by 
decisioning  145-lb.  Arfando  Muniz, 
8-2.  Joe  Lyman  followed  with  a 2-0 
decision  over  the  Bruins’  Steven 
Alt  in  the  152-lb.  weight. 

Lee  Ehrler  of  the  Bruins  quickly 
brought  the  Southern  Californians 
back  into  contention  however  by 
pinning  Steve  Epperson  in  the  160- 
lb.  class.  Following  Epperson’s  loss 
the  Pumas  held  an  11-10  lead. 

NORTON  WINS  7th 

John  Norton  widened  the  lead  for 
BYU  to  14-11  by  winning  his  sev- 
enth straight  match  of  the  season 
on  a 7-2  decision  over  Bruin  Doug 
Leig-Taylor.  Norton’s  win  made 
him  the  only  undefeated  BYU 
wrestler  for  the  season. 


Fell  Chiefs , 35-1 G . . . 

Rockers  Nob  Pro  Title 


Los  Angeles  (UPI)— The  poised 
and  polished  Green  Bay  Packers, 
led  by  superlative  quarterback 
Bart  Starr,  captured  the  world 
championship  of  pro  football  Sun- 
day by  crushing  the  Kansas  City 
Chiefs,  35-10,  in  the  first  game  ever 
played  between  the  National  and 
American  Football  League  titlists. 

Held  to  a 14-10  lead  in  the  first 
half,  the  Packers  broke  loose  for 
two  touchdowns  in  the  third  period 
that  crushed  the  hopes  of  the 
Chiefs  to  demonstrate  that  the  AFL 
was  on  a par  with  the  senior  cir- 
cuit. 

It  was  a case  not  only  of  too 
much  Starr  but  also,  the  brilliant 
pass-catching  of  the  veteran  Max 
McGee  and  the  rushing  of  Jim  Tay- 
lor and  Elijah  Pitts  that  spelled 
doom  for  the  Chiefs. 

McGee  snagged  touchdawn  pass- 
es of  37  and  13  yards  while  Taylor 
swept  end  for  14  yards  and  an- 
other score.  Pitts  pushed  over 
touchdowns  from  five  yards  and  a 
yard  away  on  short  bursts  of 
speed. 

But  on  every  drive,  it  was  the 
clutch  passing  of  Starr,  overshad- 
owing the  throwing  of  Kansas  City’s 
Len  Dawson,  that  kept  the  Packers 
moving. 

The  crowd  of  63,036  in  Memorial 
Coliseum,  some  7,000  below  last 


minute  estimates,  sentimentally  fa- 
vored the  Chiefs  at  the  start.  But 
as  the  Packers  systematically  de- 
molished their  foes  the  cheers  were 
in  honest  admiration  of  the  Green 
Bay  team. 

It  came  as  no  surprise  that  Starr 
was  named  Player  of  the  Game  and 
received  an  automobile  as  a re- 
ward. 

Both  teams  appeared  tense  at 
first  but  quickly  got  over  their 
world  championship  jitters. 

Starr  was  first  to  find  the  aerial 
range.  Early  in  the  game  he  drove 
the  Packers  80  yards  in  six  plays, 
climaxed  by  his  37-yard  scoring 
pass  to  McGee  who  took  over  at 
flanker  for  Boyd  Dowler  after  the 
veteran  was  shaken  up  earlier  in 
the  first  period. 

McGee  shot  into  the  air  on  the 
Chief’s  20  as  Willie  Mitchell  dived 
at  him,  eluded  the  tackier  and 
raced  to  the  touchdawn  which 
came  after  8:56  of  the  period. 

On  the  drive,  Starr  completed 
four  passes  for  82  yards  as  the 
Packers  lost  two  yards  rushing. 

The  lead,  however,  lasted  only 
four  minutes  into  the  second  peri- 
od when  Dawson’s  passing  game 
began  clicking.  He  moved  the 
Chiefs  66  yards  in  six  plays,  com- 
pleteing  three  passes  for  55  yards 
including  the  end  zone  score.

in  University-approved  units,  the 
office  said.  University-approved 
housing  is  periodically  inspected  by 
committee  members  to  make  sure 
proper  standards  are  being  kept  by 
the  landlords. 

Housing  Coordinator  Barton  said 
that  students  should  check  careful, 
ly  before  entering  rental  agree- 
ments, then  abide  by  the  standards 
for  housing  listed  in  the  Residential 
Housing  Orientation  Guide  from  the 
Residential  Housing  Office. 

Barton  said  that  housing  facilities 
have  been  limited  in  the  past,  but 
with  the  enrollment  ceiling  will 
probably  level  off,  and  a surplus 
of  accomodations  in  the  next  sev- 
eral years  will  probably  produce 


greater  competition  between  land- 
lords. 

An  early  check  of  semester  turn- 
over by  the  university  indicated 
that  nearly  100  students  are  moving 
out  of  one  large  off-campus  apart- 
ment complex  at  the  semester 
break.
